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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for claims 1 , 
3-7, 10-14 and 16-20, including independent claims 1, 10 and 16 that share similar 
patentable content: the cited references BATES et a! , US Patent No. 5,532,715, 
BURTON, US Patent No. 6,496,177 and SHIMADA, US Patent No. 6,512,506, and 
LUTNAES, US Patent No. 6,285,421 nor the newly cited BJERKE. US Patent Number 
6,501 ,450 have failed to teach applicant's claimed method invention "(d) based on said 
contrast setting and said current temperature values, computing a contrast adjustment 
voltage signal for maintaining said contrast setting, wherein said steps (c) and (d) are 
performed by said processor; and (e) automatically adjusting contrast of said display by 
applying said contrast adjustment voltage signal to said display". Therefore, because 
any combination including, BATES and BURTON, SHIMADA, LUTNAES and BJERKE 
does not define over the individual claim features and limitations as noted above, 
OLER et al's instant invention meet necessary conditions for allowance.
